It was said Mrs, 
Julia

mother of Mrs. Edwards, would not, 
attend th*. trial. 
William Hill, Montgomery lawyer, 
occupied a seat at a table used by de­ 
fense counsel. 
A group of moro-than 
40 cithern from Selma, home of the 
Edwards family, sought in vain far 
seats in the courtroom. 
Included in 
this group were: Judge Sam Hobbs, 
of the circuit court, and Judge Vaughn 
of the inferior court. 
A lter he ha d spent ;~ever»l bourn 
with Dr, Edwards, in hi# cell, D r. J, 
Litt Edwards, father of the accused 
physician, said he was confident his 
son would bo vindicated. 
A fter he was seated at the table 
of his counsel, a t 11:30, Dr. Edwards 
calmly surveyed the packed 
court­ 
room, nodding now and then to per­ 
sons he recognized among the 
spec­ 
tators,

By his side sat his aged father and 
other relatives. 
He wore a blue suit 
and a dark red spotted tie arid ap­ 
peared in perfect health.

natural thirst after something more 
or less undefined and which seems 
unattainable.

The Gospel message is the im ita ­ 
tion to drink of these waters.

this invitation, which resounds from 
the mouth of the prophet in our text 
as a means of warning not to drink 
vd£poi|oned or unsatisfying wells but 
an encouragement to drink freely of 
the pure waters of life, Rev. Hellbusch 
then said satisfying the thirst of the 
soul we shall see. 
1. Satisfaction 
can be found only at the divinely ap­ 
pointed fountains. 
2 This satisfac­ 
tion is secured without money and 
without price. 
The word thirst used 
to describe the restless craving of the 
soul is very appropriate. 
Wo find 
it difficult to imagine the agony of 
thirst but the oriental knew it to be 
the acme of human misery. 


A hungry man will quietly lie down 
and die but a thirsty man .spends him­ 
self ia mad striving. 
In his soul, 
«thirst man has concocted for himself 
various form s of refreshm ents. Isaiah 
accuses Israel of spending money for 
that which is not bread, which has 
no value and will do them no good. 
The affections of the Israelites were 
set cm-worldly things, on themselves 
adding field to field. Isaiah 88. They 
-labored with dilligence for that which 
¡¿atisfieth not.” 
Worldly things can 
never satisfy the heart not even the 
heart of the worldly. 
The prophet 
might just as fittingly spoken the 
words in our day. 
Men spend much 
time, money, effort and planning for 
that which is not bread, and offers
